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SUUJ: BISHOP MUZOREWA'S MEETING WITH ASSISTANT 
SECRETARY SCHAUFELE AND AMBASSADOR YOUNG 

SUMMARY: BISHOP MUZOREWA, PARTY CHAIRMAN OF THE ANC 
(ZIMBABWE), IS CURRENTLY VISITING US TO ATTEND MEETING OF 
METHODIST BISHOPS. DUE TO THE ESCALATION OF FIGHTING, 
CONTINUING DISUNITY OF THE NATIONALIST GROUPS, AND SMITH S 
EFFORTS TO IMPOSE AN INTERNAL SOLUTION, THE ANC ON 
MARCH 27, 1977 ADOPTED A FIVE POINT PROGRAM TO BRING 
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ABOUT A SETTLEMENT PROGRAM. BISHOP MUZOREWA AND HIS TOP 
LEADERSHIP CONTINUE TO SHARE A VIEW THAT ANC SUPPORT IS 
MORE VIABLE AND SOLID THAN THAT OF OTHER NATIONALIST 
FORCES. END SUMMARY 

1 . BISHOP MUZOREWA, AT HIS REQUEST, MET APRIL 1 1 WITH 
ASSISTANT SECRETARY SCHAUFELE AND AMBASSADOR YOUNG. 
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2. MUZOREWA OPENED MEETING BY THANKING SCHAUFELE AND 
YOUNG FOR RECEIVING HIM ON SUCH SHORT NOTICE, NOTING 
ESPECIALLY THAT HIS TRIP WOULD ALLOW HIM TO SEE AS MANY 
PEOPLE AS POSSIBLE DIRECTLY RESPONSIBLE FOR FOLLOWING THE 
SITUATION IN ZIMBABWE. THE BISHOP BRIEFLY NOTED THE 
HISTORICAL DEVELOPMENT OF THE ANC AND THE PARTY'S 

COMMITMENT TO A PEACEFUL TRANSFER OF POWER. 

3. MUZOREWA CITED THE CONTINUING BLOODSHED, DESTRUCTION 
AND DAMAGE TO THE ECONOMY IN HIS COUNTRY AND HIS 
DETERMINATION TO STOP THIS PROCESS. THE ANSWER MUZOREWA 
SUGGESTED IS EMBODIED IN HIS PARTY'S 5-POINT PLAN 
ADOPTED ON THE BASIS OF ANC REGIONAL RESOLUTIONS INTRO 
DUCED AT A PARTY NATIONAL CONSULTATIVE ASSEMBLY HELD IN 
MARCH, 1977. 

4. MUZOREWA READ THE FIVE POINTS, OFFERING EMPHASIS AND 
CLARIFICATION AS FOLLOWS: 1 ) THAT MR. SMITH 
CATEGORICALLY AND UNEQUIVOCALLY SURRENDERS POLITICAL 
POWER AND AUTHORITY TO BLACK MAJORITY IMMEDIATELY. 

2) THAT ALL PERSONS AT PRESENT IN DETENTION. UNDER 
RESTRICTION, BEING HELD AS POLITICAL PRISONERS, IN THE 
SO-CALLED PROTECTED VILLAGES, BE RELEASED AND ALLOWED TO 
PARTICIPATE FREELY IN THE NATIONAL REFERENDUM WHICH WE 
ARE CALLING FOR UNDER THE NEXT POINT. 3) THAT HER 
MAJESTY'S GOVERNMENT IN BRITAIN, TAKING HER DECOLONIZA- 
TION ROLE URGENTLY. AND ACTING BY HERSELF OR THROUGH 
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THE GOOD OFFICES OF THE UNITED NATIONS AND/OR THE 
COMMONWEALTH, MUST DO THE FOLLOWING: A- ENSURE THAT 
THERE IS FREE POLITICAL ACTIVITY THROUGHOUT THE COUNTRY, 

B- REPEATING THE PRECEDENT SET OVER THE PEARCE 
COMMISSION, ORGANIZE AND SUPERVISE A NATIONAL REFERENDUM 
TO ELECT A NATIONAL LEADER TO WHOM MR. SMITH WILL HAND 
OVER POWER. 4) THAT FACILITIES ARE PROVIDED FOR ALL 
ZIMBABWEANS WHEREVER THEY MAY BE AND INCLUDING 
NATIONALIST GUERILLAS, TO ENABLE THEM TO PARTICIPATE IN 
THE NATIONAL REFERENDUM. 5) THAT AS SOON AS POSSIBLE 
THEREAFTER, THE BRITISH GOVERNMENT CONVENES A FULL 
CONSTITUTIONAL CONFERENCE TO WORK OUT AND FINALIZE THE 
DETAILS OF THE INDEPENDENCE CONSTITUTION. 

HE POINTED OUT THAT MANY OBSERVERS HAD CONFUSED HIS 
REFERENDUM PLAN WITH THAT PROPOSED BY IAN SMITH. THE 
TWO WERE IN NO WAY SIMILAR. WHEREAS SMITH HAD PROPOSED 
A REFERENDUM WHEREIN RHODESIA'S AFRICAN POPULATION 
WOULD SELECT A SINGLE LEADER TO NEGOTIATE WITH SMITH 
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ON A TRANSFER OF POWER, THE ANC CALLED FOR A NATIONAL 
REFERENDUM TO ELECT A NEW LEADER TO HEAD A TRANSITIONAL 
GOVERNMENT AND LEAD THE COUNTRY TO INDEPENDENCE. NOT 
UNTIL A NATIONAL LEADER CHOSEN BY THE BALLOT IN A FREE 
ELECTION COULD THERE BE ANY PROSPECT OF ENDING THE 
PERSISTENT DISUNITY AMONG THE NATIONALISTS. 

5. MUZOREWA WENT TO GREAT LENGTHS TO STATE THAT SUCH A 

REFERENDUM WOULD NOT EXCLUDE OTHER NATIONALIST PARTIES 
SINCE SEATS WOULD BE BASED ON VOTING STRENGTH. SUCH A 
REFERENDUM COULD BE HELD IN TWO WEEKS ONCE THE DECISION 
WAS TAKEN BECAUSE REGISTRATION OF MOST MALES HAS 
ALREADY TAKEN PLACE. WHETHER THE OTHER NATIONALIST 
GROUPS PARTICIPATED WAS UP TO THEM, BUT THEIR REFUSAL 
TO PARTICIPATE IN A DEMOCRATIC PROCESS SHOULD NOT 
BECOME AN EXCUSE FOR ABANDONING THE IDEA. MUZOREWA 
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DISCOUNTED THE IMPACT AND STRENGTH OF THE PATRIOTIC 
FRONT, TERMING IT THE ALLIANCE OF ONLY TWO MEN, AND 
REJECTED THE NOTION THAT THE "MEN WITH THE GUNS" WERE 
SOLELY IN THE CONTROL OF MUGABE, NKOMO. MANY 
GUERILLAS, HE SAID, REALLY HAD ALLEGIANCE TO THE ANC. 
DISAPPOINTMENT WAS EXPRESSED BY MUZOREWA THAT THE 
BRITISH AND US APPEARED TO SUPPORT A ONE LEADER' CONCEPT 
AS OPPOSED TO LETTING THE PEOPLE OF ZIMBABWE DECIDE 
THEIR OWN POLITICAL SOLUTION, AND THAT THERE SEEMED TO 
BE CONCERN OVER EXCLUSIVE SUPPORT FOR THE PATRIOTIC 
FRONT WHICH HAD NO REAL BASE OF COMMAND. 

6. IN RESPONSE YOUNG RE-EMPHASIZED THAT IN NO WAY 
HAS THE US RECOGNIZED EXCLUSIVELY THE PATRIOTIC FRONT 
AND THAT INSTEAD THE US HAS ALWAYS EMPHASIZED A UNIFY- 
ING BROAD REPRESENTATIONAL FRONT. AFRICAN STATES AT 
THE OAU FOREIGN MINISTERS MEETING RECENTLY IN LOME 
ALSO HAVE TAKEN SUCH A POSITION BY NOT RECOGNIZING THE 
PATRIOTIC FRONT AS THE EXCLUSIVE NATIONALIST GROUP. 

7. MUZOREWA SUGGESTED THAT THERE WAS LACK OF CLARITY 
OVER SEVERAL MATTERS, NAMELY THE CONCERN FOR AN 
"AFRICAN SOLUTION." 

8. SC.HAUFF.LE SAID THAT THIS WORDING SHOULD BE INTER- 
PRETED TO MEAN ONLY THAT AFRICANS HAVE TO PARTICIPATE 
IN DECISIONS CONCERNING THEIR POLITICAL FUTURE AND NOT 
HAVE THIS DICTATED BY SMITH. THE US HAS REJECTED 

AN "INTERNAL SOLUTION" FOR ZIMBABWE AND IS ALSO 
CONCERNED THAT OUTSIDERS NOT DETERMINE WHAT ARE THE 
NEEDS OF THE ZIMBABWE PEOPLE. 
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9. MUZOREWA EXPRESSED OPENLY THAT THE ANC IS NOT 
INTERESTED IN AN INTERNAL SOLUTION AND THAT THE FIVE- 
POINT PLAN DEMONSTRATES THIS CLEARLY BY CAT, I .TNG FOR A 
3RD PARTY (BRITISH) SUPERVISION OF THE TRANSITIONAL 
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PROCESS AND BY INSURING THAT THOSE OUTSIDE OF THE 
COUNTRY NOT BE EXCLUDED FROM THE REFERENDUM PROCESS. 

10. MUZOREWA ARGUED THAT IF SUCH A PROCESS DOES NOT 
BEGIN SOON, TIME WILL RUN OUT ON THE SIDE OF THOSE 

WHO WANT A PEACEFUL TRANSFER OF POWER. IF SMITH AND THE 
OTHER NATIONALIST GROUPS REJECT THE ANC PLAN, ONLY 
CHAOS AND WARFARE WILL PREVAIL AND THE CHANCE OF EAST/ 
WEST POLARIZATION WILL GROW. 

1 1 . YOUNG RESPONDED THAT THERE IS THE RISK THAT THE ANC 
MAY BE TOO FAVORED IN THIS SITUATION AND THAT THIS MIGHT 
PRECLUDE A FULLER PARTICIPATION BY ALL OF THE 
NATIONALISTS IN DECIDING ZIMBABWE'S FUTURE. THE PEOPLE 
OF ZIMBABWE SHOULD HAVE THE RIGHT AS SOON AS POSSIBLE 
TO DECIDE THEIR OWN POLITICAL LEADERSHIP. THE US WANTS 
TO SEE AN INDEPENDENT ZIMBABWE, BUT ONE WHICH IS NOT 
UNDERMINED BY OUTSIDE MILITARY INTERVENTION. US SUPPORT 
FROM THE CONGRESS AND ELSEWHERE DEPENDS ON NATIONAL 
UNITY AND AN ABSENCE OF CONTINUED ARMED STRUGGLE. 


12. MUZOREWA QUESTIONED US SUPPORT AND SENSE OF URGENCY 
OF THE CRITICAL NATURE OF PROBLEM. US SHOULD REALIZE 
TIME IS RUNNING OUT AND THAT WE WOULD INFLUENCE OUR 
ALLIES TO CONVINCE SMITH THAT THERE ISN'T MUCH TIME 
LEFT. YOUNG STATED WILLINGNESS OF US TO HELP WORK FOR 
A SETTLEMENT. MUZOREWA PRAISED US EFFORTS FOR REPEAL
